which cauſe Was ready for bearing; Petitioning the 
Houſe, that be might wave his privilege, having emted 
into a Bond of 500 |, net to claim it.

1. may be ad- 
ded ; which declares, T hat the Great men and Com: 
monalty of the Realm of Englaud called or to be called to 
the Kings Parliament, do enjoy, and were wont to en.

to anſwer by due proceſi of Law, Nevertheleſle againſt 
the Tenor of the ſaid Statutes, and other the good 
Laws and Statutes of your Realm to that end proyi- 
ded; divers of your Subjects have of late been impri- 
ſoned without any cauſe ſhewed + and when for their 
deliverance they were brought before your uſtices, 
by your Majeſties writs of Habeas Corpus, there to un- 
dergo and receive as the Court ſhould order; and the 
Keepers commanded to certifie the cauſes of their de- 
reiner; no cauſe was certified but that they were deteined 
by your Majeſties /pecial command, ſignified by the 
Lat of your Privy Council: And yet were return. 
ed back to ſeveral Priſons without being charged 
with any thing, to which they might make anſwer accot 
ding to Law. 

And whereas of late great companies of Souldiers and 
Hariners have been diſperſed into divers Counties of 
the Realm, and the Inhabitants ag ain t their Wills have 
been compelled to receive them inte their Howſes , and 
there to ſuffer them to ſojorrn, againſt the Latys and Cu- 
Tomes of this Realm, to the great Grievance ard Vexa- 

tion of the people. And whereas alſo by authority of 
Parliament, in the 25 year of King Edward the third, 
it was declared and enacted : That xo man (041d be 
forejudged of life or limbs againſt the form of the Great 
Chaver : And by other the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm, No man ought to be adjudged to death, 
but by the Laws eſtabliſhed in this your Realm, either by 
the Caitomes of the ſamz Realm, or by Act of Pariia- 
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wut. And whereas no Offender of what kind ſoever 
is exempted from the proceedings to to be uſed, and 
puniſhmencs to be infflicted by the Laws and Statutes 
ofthis your Realm. Nevertheleſſe of late time, divers 
Commiſſi ons under your Ma jeſties Great Seal have iſ- 
ſued forth, by which certain Perſons have been aſſign - 
ed and appointed Commiſſioners, with Power and 4 «- 
tharity to proceed Within the Land, according to the cu 
Rome of Martial Law, againſt ſuch Souldiers or Sea- 
nen, or other diſſoluse Perſons, joining with them, 
« ſorld commit any Murther, Robbery, Felony, 
Mutiny, or other Outrage or miſdemeanour whatſoever; 
and by ſuch Summary Caurſe and Orders as is agreeable 
te Martial Law, and as is uſed in Armi:s is tim” of 
Wart, to proceed tothe Triali aud condemma'ion of ſuch 
Offenders , and them to cauſe tobeex:cuted and pu! to 
death, according to the Law Martial. By pretext 
whereof, ſome of your Majeſties Subject: have been 
by ſome of your Maje ſties Commiſſioners put to 
death, when and where, if by the Laws and Statutes 
of the Land, they had deſerved death, by the /a«: 
Lows and Starmtes alſo they might, and by ns other oug hi 
te be judged aud ex cuied. And alſo ſundry grievous 
Offenders by colour thereof, claiming an exemption, 
have eſcaped the puniſhments due to them by the Laws 
and Statutes of this your Realm, by reaſon that dt- 
vers of your Officers and Miniſters of Jaftice have un- 
juſtly refuſed or forborn to proceed againſt ſuch Of- 
tenders according to the ſame Laws and ðtatutes, upon 
pretence, that the ſaid Offenders were puniſhable only by 
Martial Lam, and by Authority of ſneb C om miſſons as 
dfaeſaid. Which Commiſſions, and all other of 
like nature, extended to any except Houldters, 02 
Farlners, oz to be executed in time of Peace, oz 
when 02 where, pour Pajeſties Armp is not on 
fot , are wholly and directly contrary to the ſaid 
Laws and Statutes of this your Realm. 
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They do therefore humbly pray your moſt excellent 
Majeſty , that none hereafter be compelled to male o 
Jield any gift, Loan, Benevolence, Tax, er. ſuch like charge, 
without common. conſent by Ad of Parliament : And 
that none be called to mal auſwer , or take ſuch Oath, 
er to give attendance, or be confined or otherWiſe me 
leſted or diſquieted concerning the ſame , or for reſa- 
ſal thereof; And that no Freeman in any ſuch man 
ner 4 is before mentioned, be impriſoned or deteined; 
And that eur Majeſty Would be pleaſed to remne 
the ſaid Souldiers, and Mariners, and that yow 
People may not be ſo burthened in time to to come; An 
(hat the aforeſaid Commiſſion for proceeding by Martial 
La» may be revoked, and anulled; And that here: 
after no Commilſsion ot like nature may iſſue 
fozth to any Perſon o Perſons . whatſoever, 
to be executed as afozefaid; left by colour of 
them any of pour Pa jeſties Subjects be deſtroyed 
oꝛ put to death, contrary to the Laws and franchiſes 
of the Land, | 

All which, they humbly pray of your moſt er- 
cellent Majeſty as their Rights of Liberties, ac 
cording to the Laws and Statutes of this Realm; 
And that your Majeſty would alſo vouchſafe to de- 
clare , that the award, doing, and proceeding: 
to the prejudice of your" People in any of the n 
miſer, ſhall not be drawn hereafter in conſequence; 
or example; And that yonr Majeſty would alſo 
be gracionſly pleaſed for the futher comfort, 
and ſafety of your people, to declare yout 
Royal Will and pleaſure , That in the thivg!
